This crop always shows a goodly' per 
cent of culls which The hogs roitoti, 
and it is quite the custom to “tote” 
them out to the herd; Come have 
found ibis useless labor however and 
have contrived to lighten their bur- 
den. by a Judietous planting of other 
crops in tho melon field, so that the 
hogs can be turned In on not only a 
varied but a fattening ration, as soon 
as the lost car of melons Is ahlpp<^ 
which will 1^ about July 1st 
One fermer whom I have visited 
lately has a 16 acre field, Inr which he 
plants IP acres of melons spaced 10 
by 10 faeL In the centers he plants 
a row of Virginia bunch peanuts. Tho 
remaining 6 acres be divldp# into two 
parts planting *4 acres to Tennessee 
rod cob*corp, or any early variety, 
and the remaining acre to Sorghum. 
In spite of the toct tliat sorghum is 
not generally recommended as a hog 
feed it la quite likely thaf in a small 
acreage it is warranted and that the 
hogs relish It as a chauge whether It 
is fattening or not Further it would 
apjpear that the ratiou conM be^m* 
proved by planting soybeans along 
with, the cwn. This would not injure 
the stand of com. in fact would help 
It. as it is ^generally conceded that a 
leguminous crop growing along with 
« non-legume furnishes its excess

nitrogen to the growing non-legume 
<5iv>p and in so doing not only 
strengthens the tissues of the corn 
Itself but actually readers it higher in 
protein than corn of the same variety 
grown alone. 
But I have digressed from my story, 
for I was talking of this man's crops 
as planted as a summer feed for hogs, 
and the year that I made ray visit ho 
was particularly pleased to tell me 
that he had run 47 hogs on tho 15
